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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Councils  of  the  Epping  Urban  District, 
the  Harlo\7  Urban  District,  and  the 
Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  first  Annual 
Report.  The  part  played  by  me  in  its  presentation  is 
onljr  a minor  one  because,  as  it  covers  a period  prior 
to  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Combined  Districts,  it  does  not  reflect  my  own  work  but 
is  simply  a collection  of  information  and  data  which 
wore  available  to  me.  For  this  reason  I have  not  greatly 
changed  the  form  of  the  report  which  remains  substan- 
tially the  same  as  that  of  the  preceding  years,  nor  have 
'I  attempted  to  draw  any  conclusions  from  the  statistics^ 
though,  naturally,  I have  commented  on  some  of  them. 

1955  was  a particularly  difficult  year  which  saw 
considerable  administrative  dislocation  at  all  levels. 
When  Dr,  J.P.  Lucey  resigned  his  appointment  in  February 
there  was  no  permanent  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  a 
whole  year.  Dr.  L.S.  Fry,  a former  Public  Health  Officer 
and  retired  Chest  Physician,  acted  as  part-time  Medical 
Off:?cer  of  Health  from  Dr.  Lucey ’s  departure  until 
Sop 0 ember,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr,  H.  Franks  v/ho  watched 
over  community  health  in  the  Combined  Districts  in 
addition  to  performing  the  duties  connected  with  his 
full-time  appointment  of  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer 
and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Chigv/ell  and  the 
Waltham  Holy  Cross  Urban  District  Councils.  I respect- 
fully suggest  that  great  credit  is  due  to  these  tv^o 
officers  who,  despite  many  difficulties  arising  mainly 
from  the  temporary  and  part-time  nature  of  their 
appointments,  dealtk  effectively  with  all  the  public 
health  problems  which  presented  themselves  during  their 
tenure  of  office. 


On  lat  April,  1955,  Harlow,  which  before  that  was 
part  of  the  Epping  Rural  District,  became  an  Urban 
District  v/ith  its  own  Council  responsible  for  local 
administration.  At  the  same  time,  what  remained  of  the 
Epping  Rural  District  was  amalgamated  v^lth  the  Cngar 
Rural  District  to  form  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural 
District  • 


With  the  creation  of  these  new  authorities  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  former  Epping  Rural 
District  was  appointed  to  the  equivalent  post  with 
the  Harlow  Urban  District  Council,  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  former  Ongar  Rural  District 
Council  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  Epping  and 
Ongar  Rural  District.  To  them  as  well  as  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Epping  Urban  District  Council, 
whose  position  remained  unchanged,  I am  Indebted  not  only 
for  their  part  of  the  report  which  deals  with  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  three  districts,  but  for 
much  valuable  general  information  about  the  districts 
and  the  public  health  problems  peculiar  to  them. 

Vital  Statistics . 

/ Table  II  show's  data  relative  to  the  Combined 
Districts.  Their  Interpretation  is  somewhat  involved 
because  of  the  boundary  changes  which  took  place  on 
1st  April,  1955, 

Of  the  three  districts  covered  by  this  report, 
only  the  Epping  Urban  District  vjas  not  affected  by 
these  changes.  Its  population,  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  Increased  by  240.  This  was  accounted 
for  by  a natural  Increase  of  51  and  by  migration  of  189 
persons.  The  standardized  birth  rate  v/as  17.0  per  1,000 
population  as  compared  with  14.2  per  1,000  population 
in  1954.  There  was  little  change  in  the  death  rate 
which  remained  low. 

The  vital  statistics  relating  to  each  of  the  nev/ 
districts  cannot  be  compared  with  any  of  the  previous 
years  because  they  apply  to  quite  different  areas  and 
populations.  Hov/ever,  by  disregarding  the  changes  of 
boundaries  and  administration  and  by  treating  the 
Harlow  Urban  District  and  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural 
District  as  one  area  equivalent  to  that  of  the  former 
Rural  Districts  of  Epping  and  Ongar,  it  is  possible 
to  achieve  some  measure  of  statistical  comparability. 
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The  population  of  this  area,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  rose  from  48,390  in  mid-1954  to 
56,300  in  mid“1955.  This  increase  of  7,910  was  due  to 
an  excess  of  931  births  over  the  number  of  deaths  and  to 
6,979  migrants.  The  total  number  of  births  vjas  1,354,  of 
which  655  were  registered  in  the  Harlow  Urban  District 
during  the  nine  months  of  its  existence  as  a County 
District . 

In  calculating  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  the 
Harlow  Urban  District  and  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural 
District  it  v;as  necessary  to  estimate  the  total  number 
of  births  and  deaths  during  the  tvirelve  months  under 
review  on  the  basis  of  the  official  figures  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  which  cover  only  the  three 
quarters  of  the  year  from  1st  April  to  31st  December, 
1955, 


The  crude  birth  rate  for  Harlow  thus  derived  vi^as, 
at  35,2  per  1,000  population,  not  only  over  tv/ice  as 
high  as  the  rate  for  England  'Uid  Wales  but  also  higher 
than  the  highest  birth-rate  recorded  in  1954  for  any 
area  of  England  and  Wales. 

Harlow’s  death  rate  has  a similar  distinction  of 
being  only  one  third  of  the  national  one. 

As  for  the  causes  of  death  in  the  Combined  Districts, 
it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  deaths  from 
malignant  tumours  continued  to  decline  from  98  in  1953 
and  93  in  1954  to  89  in  1955.  Even  mortality  from 
cancer  of  tho  lung  and . bronchus , which  rose  so 
dramatically  in  the  country  as  a whole,  shewed  a slight 
decrease . 

Notifiable  Diseases . 


The  Combined  Districts  suffered  no  large  outbreaks 
of  infectious  diseases. 

Cases  of  poliom.yelit is  numbered  35  (18  paralytic  and 
17  non-paralytic)  of  which  21  (11  paralytic  and  10  non- 
paralytic) occurred  in  Harlow. 

Notifications  of  food  poisoning  rose  from  4 in  1954  to 
46  in  1955  and  there  were  5 cases  of  paratyphoid  B fever. 
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A small  outbreak  of  diphtheria  totalling  11  cases 
occurred  In  November  In  the  Great  Stony  School  In 
Chipping  Ongar,  a residential  school  for  educationally 
sub-normal  boys.  Dr.  Pranks  Virho  dealt  with  the  outbreak 
made  at  the  time  the  follov/lng  observations?  ''There  v/ere 
nine  cases  with  sore  throats  and  two  symptomless  carriers. 
Only  three  boys  had  generalised  illness  v^fhich,  with  the 
exception  of  one  who  later  developed  paralysis  of  the 
soft  palate,  was  very  mild. 

The  immunisation  state  of  the  school  was  on  the  whole 
satisfactory  and  even  the  most  severe  case  is  knovm  to 
have  been  Schick  negative  as  recently  as  July  1955. 

Only  three  boys  produced  no  satisfactory  evidence  of 
previous  imimunisat  ion"  . 

The  causative  organism  of  the  outbreak  was  identified 
as  the  "mltis"  strain  of  corynebacter lum  diphtherias. 

There' was  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles.  Such  increase  is  normal  after  a year  of  low 
incidence  and  follovjs  the  usual  pattern  of  biennial 
peak  periods. 

^ Newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  5-ncreased  from 
23  in  1954  to  29  in  1955  though  the  number  of  deaths 
from  this  disease  remained  low.  Almost  half  (13)  of 
the  new  cases  were  registered  in  Harlow  in  the  nine 
months  from  1st  April  to  31st  December,  1955 . 

Tv;enty-two  persons  previously  known  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  came  into  the  Combined  Districts  (13 
to  Harlow)  and  one  left  the  area. 

The  North  East  Metropolitan  Hospital  Board’s  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  6a  visited  Harlow  in  the  summer.  Full 
c.0’t]ails  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Unit  to  whose 
Medical  Dir.octor,  Dr.  H.  Ramsay,  I am  indebted  for  the 
information,  are  given  on  pages  26  and  27.  Three  new 
active  cases  of  pulm.onary  tuberculosis  were  discovered 
as  a result  of  the  survey. 

During  the  year  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food  declared  the  three  districts  a 
specified  area  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk  Dairies 
and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950.  No  milk  other  than 
pasteurized,  sterilized  or  tuberculin  tested  is  allovired 
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to  bG  sold  to  the  pu'bl5.c,  and  a possible  vehicle  for 
the  spread  of  infections  has  thus  been  made  safe. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my 
grateful  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  three  Councils 
who  gave  me  a kind  v/elcome  when  I took  up  ray  appoint- 
ment. I look  forijvard  to  their  continued  support  and 
enc  ouragement . 

I must  also  acknov>/ledge  my  indebtedness  to  Dr. 
P.G.  Brown,  Area  Medical  Officer,  Forest  Division, 
and  Dr.  J.L.  Miller-Yi/ood,  Area  Medical  Officer,  Mid- 
Essex  Division,  for  the  data  relating  to  the  County 
Council's  health  ftmctlons  in  the  Combined  Districts.

(Reports  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectors) 


A)  EPPING  URBAN  DISTRICT 


1.  WATER 

The  general  supply  position  remained  satisfactory 
and  was  in  fact  improved  by  the  bringing  into  operation 
of  the  new  wells  required  in  connection  with  Harlovj 
New  Town.  Despite  an  unusually  dry  summer  there  were 
no  complaints  of  shortage  nor  were  there  any  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  Herts  and  Essex  Water  Company.  The 
analyst’s  reports  shovjed  that  the  water  continued  to 
be  wholesome  and  satisfactory  for  domestic  purposes. 

Still  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  question 
of  softening  the  water  but  there  seems  little  likelihood 
of  any  real  progress  being  made. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEMPER  AGE 

Northern  Outfall.  The  flow  to  these  works  has 
been  consider”ably  increased  both  by  private  development 
and  by  the  further  growth  of  the  Epping  Urban  Council’s 
and  Chlngford  Urban  Council’s  housing  estates. 

On  one  occasion  considerable  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  clearing  the  choked  outlet  from  one  of 
the  two  sedimentation  tanka. 

Despite  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour 
the  general  position  remained  satisfactory. 

b)  Southern  Outfall.  These  works  continued  to 
function  well  and  there  were  no  complaints  from  the 
Essex  River  Board  who  regularly  sample  the  effluent. 

3.  HOUSING 

a ) Epping  Urban  Council  Housing 

There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  number 
of  houses  and  flats  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year  under  reviev/. 

A number  of  these  were  let  to  persons  from 
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clearance  areas  whilst  the  remainder  v/ere 
allocated  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
points  scheme.  This  was  revised  during 
the  year  to  give  greater  priority  to  those 
who  had  been  on  the  waiting  list  for  some 
considerable  length  of  tim.e. 

b ) Chingford  Development 

Steady  progress  v/as  made  by  the  Chingford 
Council  with  the  erection  of  houses  on  their 
Tower  Estate.  Building  operations  on  this 
estate  were  completed  early  in  1956. 

Progress  was  also  made  on  the  Chingford 
Beaconfield  Estate  where  the  work  of  laying 
roads  and  sewers  was  well  in  hand  at  the 
end  of  1955.

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  first  stage  of 
the  five  year  programme  already  submitted  to 
the  Pllnlster.  Eight  tenants  from  the  High 
Street  area  Y/ere  transferred  to  Gounoll  accommo- 
dation, whilst  two  others  made  their  own 
arrangements.  No  formal  action  was  necessary, 
the  owners  of  the  properties  having  agreed  not 
to  allow  the  re-occupation  of  the  ’‘cleared’^ 
accommodation.  In  this  area  there  are  still 
five  families  to  be  re -housed  so  that  no  actual 
demolition  has  yet  taken  place.

Offensive  Trades  (Public  Health  Act,  1956 ) 

The  owner  of  the  Stapleford  Abbotts  fat  factory  sub- 
mitted in  June,  1955,  his  proposals  for  Improving  the 
factory  and  method  of  operation  so  as  to  comply  with 
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sanitary  requirements  and  to  reduce  all  risks  of  nuisance 
to  the  least  possible  extent.  Since  the  proposals  are 
designed  primarily  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  existing 
bye-iav/s  and  are  contingent  upon  the  necessary  planning 
permission  with  the  Minister  ho  approval,  a decision  at 
the  earliest  possible  time  is  an  urgent  necessity.  In 
the  absence  of  proper  storage  facilities  for  the  raw 
material  the  associated  problems  5.ncludlng  adequate  fly 
control  measures  are  rendered  -more  difficult.
